Surgeon, issued on the 16 June 1944 a secret letter dealing with the surgical 
“care of German battle casualties. The letter indisates that German surgical 
practices are similar to those mised in the Americen army and serves to cme 
phasize the difficulties which the German have had with inexperienced medical 
@ficers at the front. The letter reads as follows;

Tetanus toxoid is not administered 
routinely in the German army but is reserved for special groups such as > 
parachute troops, Consequently it is necessary for battle easualties 
to receive prophylactic tetanus antitoxin. The following document signed 


by Dre Schepokat, surgeon of the Gerucn 7th drmy, indicates some of the- 4 
difficulties, which have been encountcred., The subject of the letter is %
